IS MAPPED OUT 


LEGISLATIVE 
PROGRAM

Madrid, Dec. 21.—The explicit an­ 
nouncem ent is made that Senor Dupuy 
de Lome, the 
Spanish 
m inister at 
W ashington, has telegraphed to 
his 
governm ent here that he had a con­ 
ference with Mr. Olney, the secretary 
of state, in the course of which the 
latter assured him that Spain m ight 
rest tranquil until March, at 
least, 
since, despite the attitude of congress, 
President Cleveland would not recog­ 
nize the independence of Cuba. A num ­ 
ber of high officials of the wrar office 
state th at Captain-General W eyler in 
Ouba has received instructions to hurry 
up his campaign by the delivery of a 
bold stroke against the insurgents in 
order to prevent the Cubans from ral­ 
lying from the disaster of Maceo’s death, 
and in order to deprive the Americans 
of any pretext for a demand for Cuban 
independence. 
It was added that Spain was quite 
able to meet the situation, and can 
prom ptly mobilize as many as 500,000 
troops in addition to those now* engaged 
in Cuba and the Philippines. The offi­ 
cials of the war departm ent explained 
th a t large orders have 
been 
placed 
abroad for arm s and am m unition, and 
Spain's rifle and m unition factories are 
working day and night 
to 
provide 
against any possible external complica­ 
tions th a t may arise in Cuba or the 
Philippines. 
W ar office officials also assert that 
Captain-General W eyler’s arm y will 
not be allowed to return to the Span­ 
ish peninsula except as victors. 
It is 
claimed that Gen. Azcarraga, m inister 
of war, is considered the ablest though 
quietest organizer of 
modern 
times, 
and that he is perfectly able to carry 
out the war office statem ent that if 
circum stances compel them to do so 
thvy are ready to meet complications 
with the United States. 
Senor Em ilio Castelar, the distin­ 
guished Spanish republican, was asked 
to supply to the Associated press an 
expression of his opinion on the rela­ 
tions between Spain and the United 
States. 
In reply Senor C astelar gave 
th e following signed statem ent. 
“ In­ 
spired by high patriotism , joined with 
a great appreciation of the American 
people, I believe that the sense of jus­ 
tice and the m aterial interests of the 
m ajority of the people of the United 
States will prevent a war with Spain, 
through whose instrum entality the new 
world was discovered, by which Amer­ 
icans have been most highly benefited.”

ing asked his opinitn as to the nature 
and effect of the proposed resolution 
concerning the independence of the re­ 
public of Cuba, said: 
“The power to recognize the so-called 
republic of Cuba as an independent 
state rests exclusively w ith the execu-. 
tive. 
A resolution on the subject by 
the senate or by the house, or by both 
bodies or by one, w’hether concurrent 
or joint, is inoperative as legislation, 
and is im portnat only as advice of 
great weight voluntarily tendered to 
the executive regarding the m anner in 
which he shall exercise his constitu­ 
tional function.

He Organized the Baptist Church of 
Janesville Many Years Ago—W as 
The Father of Gov. 
Delany, of 
Alaska—Funeral 
of 
David Dun- 
widdie Held Yesterday Afternoon 


Rev. Jamas Delany, wha founded 
the Baptist church in this city, died 
at W hitewater at the age of ninety- 
three years. 
He was for many years 
pastor of the 
W hitewater church, 
was a chaplain during the war and was 
chaplain several years of Curtice Post 
G. A. R in th at city. 
The only sur­ 
vivor of his family is his son, A. K. 
Delany, governor of Alaska. 
He will 
ba buried with Grand Army services. 
Mr. Delany was born in Ireland, and 
in early manhood became a soldier in 
an artillery company of the British 
army in India. 
Securing a release he 
went to New York, where he was edu 
cated for the ministry. 
After gradu 
ating he and tho father of the late 
President Chester A. A rthur 
held 
many succdsssul revival meetings to­ 
gether. 
In 1839 Mr. 
Delany 
was 
married and came to Wisconsin,taking 
ap the work of organizing churches in 
the new territory. Some of the strong­ 
est Bsptist eh arch s in the state, in­ 
cluding those at Madison and Janes­ 
ville, were founded by him. 
Three 
children were born 
to the pioneer 
missionary. 
When the war broke out 
he offered bis services to the govern- 
me it. 
He was sent out as chaplain of 
one of the earliest regiments, but was 
not allowed to remain long a t the 
front on account of enfeebled health 


B ls W ar Tim e Experience. 
Rev. 
Mr. Delany was designated 
by his parents to ba a Catholic p lest. 
Early discarding this idea he entered 
the service of the East India company 
and left his home in India for Madras 
in 1826. 
Young 
Delany was scon 
promoted from the rank of private to 
th at of artillerym an, and while in the 
service of the company passed through 
some most unique experiences. 
At 
one time, for reseating a p6 tty insult 
given him 
by a superior officer he 
w*s courtm artialed and condemned to 
lose 
his r nk and 
also to 
receive 
290 lashes on his back, but the latter 
part of the sentence was rem itted. 
While in the army service he became 
a convert to Protestantism and through 
the influence of Judson aud other 
contemporary missionaries, he entered 
the Baptist ministry after purchasing 
his discharge from the army for $350 
He first sdminietered the rite of bap 
tism in 1838, when be immersed four­ 
teen eonverts in a stream, the mercury 
being fifteen degrees below zero.

More than ten 
years passed be*, re the prom ise was made 
good, and then Disraeli made some of the 
m ost rem arkable speeches ever delivered 
in the English parliam ent. From than tim e 
forw ard his career was m ost extraordinary. 
He became leader of the commons, m inis­ 
te r of finance and twice prim e m inister.
